rebuilding  of  Iraq's  ministries  (ref  B) . We  will 
follow-up  with  Al-Nuami,  Sulayem,  and  Al-Tayer  upon 
their  return  from  Washington,  but  suggest  that  the 
Department  and  ORHA  engage  directly  with  the  UAE 
delegation  on  staffing  gaps  in  Iraqi  ministries  this 
week.  End  comment.
